On July 4, 1926. at 1 o’clock In tho 
morning, forest patrol machine "Fal- j 
con" wlih Pilot Russell, and Air En* 
glneer, ('horseman, spotted a fire In 
valuable spruce timber In unsurveyed 
territory around Clear water Lake, 
far out of the beaten path of tho for¬ 
est fire ranger. What happened? 

Well, the "Falcon" flew direct to its 
base at IMno Ridge, 15 miles distant, 
for assistance. It flew tho course 13 
times that day putting in more than 
11 flying hours. To the scene of tho 
firo It transported ten men, 1,950 
pounds of food, innumerable blankets, 
300 feet of hose, extra pumps, two 
canoes and other materials with which 
to prevent the spread of the eon 
flagratlon. 

Furthermore, Pilot Ruse also flew 
his "beat" to T«ac Seal to bring In 
three extra fire fighters. At 7 o’clock 
iho same night tlie fire was out, with 
less than an aero of timber consumed. 

"This," said Mr. Finlayson, "Is only 
one of a half-dozen stories of this 
kind that 1 might relate. Our planes 
| nowadays, not only spot fires, but 
| conquer them."

Market for Bacon 


The Ottawa Citizen says; "Appllca 
tion will shortly be made to pari hi 
ment for a federal charter for a throe 
million dollar corporation for the op 
crating In Canada of low temperature 
carbonization processes of Canadian 
slack coal. This Is a process which 
has been made commercially success 
ful In the old country but will be new 
In Canada. It is claimed by the pro 
motors that n new and definite coutiI 
but ion toward a solution of Canada's 
fuel problem will be made by this 
process. 

"According to one of Canada’s fuel 
experts .the carbonized coal produced 
from slack coal by tho new process 
will be a fuej equal to best anthracite 
at pro sent placed on tho Canadian 
market. 

"It will be smokeless and Jt Is 
claimed that $13 a ton will be tin* 
maximum cost to the consumer, de¬ 
livered into bins in privalo homes. 
Oil and gases as by-products of tho 
process will provide sources of in¬ 
come to the corporation. 

"Tho process of low' temperature 
carbonization converts all t>pes of 
bituminous coals' into smokeless fuels, 
and both Nova Scotia and Alberta 
coals can be successfully • routed. Tho 
new product will bo given a special 
I name, w hich at present Is being kept 


45,000 Foxes Imported and Tattooed 
for Registration Purposes 

During the inspection season which 
taster from October till January, 
about 45,000 foxes were inspected and 
tattooed for registration purposes, ac 
cording to tho annual report of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
The pup crop was an average otic and 
the price for the foxes were reported 
as higher than those of tho previous 
year. As usual, thousands of foxes 
were exported to the United Slates 
and In addition a number of European 
countries camo to Canada for founda¬ 
tion stock. Including Germany, 
Franco, Russia, Norway, and Great 
Britain. Norway purchased 500 pairs 
and Russia give somo of her famous 
sable In exchange for silver foxes. 
Having established a market in 
Europe, fox breeders are looking for¬ 
ward to a good trade for some years 
to come.

Turpinite, Invented by French Chem¬ 
ist, Carries Invisible Death 

M. Eugene Turpin, the great French 
chemist, who died recently at the 
ago of 78, will remain ffcmoua ns the 
Inventor of two explosives. Melinite, 
known ns lyddite, used especially for 
long range shells; turpinite, an ex¬ 
plosive so deadly It cannot be used. 

Turplnlto carries Invisible death. A 
single bomb Is sufficient to kill every 
man In a fortress, or hundreds In « 
wide area, and by Its use a whole 
regiment could be wiped out ns if 
pet rifled. 

Hut during the war the French 
dared not use It; It was too grent n 
menace to the soldiers who would 
have to lire the guns, to civilians far 
from the battlefields. Friends would 
suffer as much as enemies. 

Melinite was Invented by M. Turpin 
in the last century, but^ his sugges 
tlon that It could bo used In "self- 
propelled shells" was rejected bv the 
French Inventions committee as Im¬ 
practicable. 

So he sold It to KnglamV. where It 
became known as lyddite, a name de¬ 
rived from the British town of Lydd, 
where It was tried out. 

Immediately ho was put ou trial, at 
the Instance of tho JTench war office. 
Although acquitted of selling his In¬ 
ventions "over tho heads'* of the 
officials, ho was sentenced to five 
years* Imprisonment In 1889 for n 
breach of the Official Secrets Act. 

In 1893 he was pardoned and 1914 
found the French filling their shells 
with melinite and urging M. Turpin 
to further research.

Boy8 have the reputation of being 
careless. Thero Is more than a sus¬ 
picion at times that their elders ac¬ 
cept this condition as inevitable, and 
pay little attention to the possibility 
of developing a growing sense of duty. 
It has remained for tho Hoy Scout 
organizations to show that tho boy 
has been misunderstood. According to 
a n port presented at the annual meet¬ 
ing of tho Ontario Council of the Boy 
Scout’s Association, held In Hamilton, 
more than 7,000 boys from this pro¬ 
vince spent periods ranging from one 
week upward, In 213 summer camps 
during last year.

Future Flivver Fuel 

Perfection of certain processes for 
the carbonization of coal may be ex 
pected to provide substitutes for oil 
and gas in tho future. Such is tho 
conclusion of an Investigation inado 
by the Bureau of Mines into various 
European processes for tho low 
temperature carbonization of coal. 
The commercial success of low tem¬ 
poral ure carbonization of coal, It was 
found, must depend mainly on tho 
sale at an adequate price of the solid 
product smokeless fuel—rather than 
on the liquid and gaseous by products 
which aro obtained in its manufac¬ 
ture. Various processes being devel¬ 
oped in Germany and France have 
been studied.—From System—'Tho 
Magazine of Business.
